THEREFORE: I, NATHAN DEAL, Governor of the State of Georgia, do hereby proclaim
September 18-24, 2016, as SURGICAL TECHNOLOGIST WEEK in Georgia and
encourage all citizens to join in acknowledging the important role of surgical
technologists in the care and recovery of their patients.
